N the Courant of the 2d of this Month, we 

* began to give an Account of the Treaty 

* that bas been fome time in Agitattion for 

‘ a provifional Partition of the upper (or 

‘ Spanith) Gelderland between the King 

‘of Pruffia and the States General, whofe Forces 

‘are in poffeffion of that Province: In that Courant 

‘ were inferted 2 authentick Pieces on that Subject, 

‘ene onthe Part of the King of Prutfia, the other 

‘on the Part of the States General, to which the 

‘following Pigce refer; and together with them 
‘ fhew the true State of this Affair. 


Extrac& of a Memorial prefented to the States 
General, the «4th of ober 1706, by Baron 
Schmetrau the King of Pruffia’s Minifter. 

High and Mighty Lords ! 

HE underwritten Minifter baving receiv’d your 
High Mightineffes Refolution of the 9th of Sep- 
tember, in Anfwer to the Propofitions made on the 
Part of his Pruflian Majefty to your Deputies ina 
Conference the 4th of Augvft ; finds kimtelf oblig’d 
by his Orders to make the following Reprefentations 
to you. 
1. His Majefty thanks your High Mighiineffes, 
for having been pleas’d to give a Commiifion to 
M. Riboulet'to go to Switzerland and Neufchatel, 
in Order to promore on your Part his Majefty’s In- 
terefts there, for which purpofe you have furnifh’d 
him with credential Letters. His Majefty will hew 


‘ bis Acknowledgment of this, on all Occafions where- 


in he can reciprocally promote the juft Interefts of 
your State. 

IJ. As for your High Mightineffes Propofal for 
a Partition of the upper Gelderland, there is Grouhd 
to believe it might be incerted into your abovemen- 
tioned Refolution by Miftake ; becaufe ‘tis the very 
{ame which was deliver'd on the Part of your High 
Mightineffes the 9th of April 1704, and to which 
the following An{wer was return’d on the Part of 
his Majefty the 3oth of that Month. &c.

( H!s Majefty the King of Pruffia having feen 
‘ by the Extract of the Refolutions of their 
‘High Mightineffes of the goth of April, their De- 
* claration touching the provifional Partition of the 
‘ upper Gelderland, and being defirous to terminare 
‘amicably and {peedily that Difference, declares 
‘ himfelf thereupon in the following Manner. 

‘As tothe 1ft Article, his Majefty is content that 
‘ the Partition be provifionel and without prejudicing 
* the Rights of any third Perfon,but ke is of Opinion 
* the Words on/y for the Time the War jhall laft ought 
‘to be omitted ; and hopes their High Mighti- 
* neffes will not infift thar his Majefty thould recede 
‘from a Right acquired by the Treaty with his 
* {mperial Majefty, by Virtue of which he may 
‘keep poffeifion of the Places which have been 
* morrgag’d to him in the Spanith Netherlands, till 
his Prerentions are farisfied. 

* As tothe 2d Article. Tho’ his Majefty might 
* with reafon infift on bis Prerentions to a third of 
* the faid upper Gelderland, yet be will be content 
‘ with a fourth, provided the Tolls which are the 
* principal Revenue of the Country be included in 
* the Pertition, _

* Asto the 3d Article. The King of Pruffia 
‘ make no Pretentions tothe Country of upper Ge 

* derland beyond what fhall be agreed to be his Parr’ 
* by this provifional Partition, which fhal] be no Pre-- 
‘ judice to the Rights and Territories lying in the 
* faid upper Gelderland and belonging to the Suc- 
* ceffion of Orange, and which fhall be left to 


‘the Courfe of the Procefs commenc’d at Rure- 


‘ monde, and in the mean time continue in the 
‘ Condition wherein they were poffcf{s'd by the 
‘ Princes of Orange under the Kings of Spain. 
* For the reft, as well the King as their High 
* Mightineffes thall exercife provifionally, each in 
* theie Part of the faid Country, the Rights of Sove- 
‘ raignty, and neither Party thal] be under any De- 
pendance to the other. 
* As 10 the 4th Article. When Carts and Pioneers 
* are to be furnifh’d for the Service of the Army 
* acting on the Maefe, and that upper Gelderland 
* fhall be f{ummon’d to fend in a Number proportion- 
* able to what is demanded of the other Countries 
* ficuate on that River and retaken from the Enemy ; 
* his Majefty being requir'd will caufe that Part of 
‘ the Country he is poffefs'd of to furnith its Propor- 
‘ tion: Regard fhall be had however to the Situati- 
‘on and Diftance of the Placesof which the faid 
‘ Carts and Waggons fhall be demanded, that the 
* People may not be ruin’d. ; 
‘ As to the 5th Article, The Places and Baily- 
‘ wicks of upper Gelderland poffe{s'd provifionally 
‘ by the King of Pruffia, fhall pay yearly at 4 equal

* refiding ar Ruremonde, their ufual Portion of the 
‘ Impofts and Interefts with which the Country is 
* charg’d, on Account of the Sum of 24000 Guil-
